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Diane Poised Off East Coast 


ON THE SCHOOL BEAT 


—The Dixon school district, 
expanding rapidly in size the 
last year, grew again Monday 
night as the county board of 
school trustees approved a pe- 
tition asking that the Na- 
chusa non-high school district 
be annexed to the Dixon dis- 
trict. — 


The board also approved a peti- 


tion requesting annexation of the 
Joseph Henry farm in the Kingdom 
area to Dixon:* » * 


Addition of Nachusa brings 


•.bout seven square miles of terri- 
tory, plus $1,600,000 in assessed 
valuation, into the district. Forty- 
eight elementary school pupils at- 
tended the modern Nachusa school 
last year, and will continue there 
this year. Most of the 15 high, 
school students attended Dixon 
High last year. 


The annexation follows by a 


little more than a month the ad- 
dition of about 14 square miles 
of territory from Community 
Unit School District 371 to the 
Dixon district. That move added 
•bout 35 elementary student* and 
11 high school students to Dixon. 
The valuation is slightly less 
than $1,000,000. 


To illustrate the growth in, t^6 


Dixon. district, the map "below 
•hows the outline of the district 
during the 1954-55 school year. 
The larger irregular black mass is 
the city of Dixon, and the small 
black square" in the bend of the 
river is Grand Detour. The dotted 
line is the Lee-Ogle County line. 


The district, as it appears at the 


opening of the 1955-56 school year 
is shown below. The white area 
extending east and south of Grand 
Detour is the territory annexed 
from District 271', and the shaded 
area is the Nachusa district. The 
' small black square in the shaded 
area is the village of Nachusa. 


By July 1, 1956. the map will 


change again as state law forces 
non-high school districts to join 
those with high schools. Looking 
at the second map above, it's 
quite obvious that the area now 
almost encircled by the Dixon dis- 
trict will become part of the dis- 
trict then. And it isn't just civic 
pride that makes us feel other 
territories will consider this dis 
trict attractive.*

BOMBAY, India 
(JP)—In- 


flamed over Monday's blood- 
shed in Portuguese India, 
frenzied mobs of Indians riot- 
ed through Bombay today. 
They hoisted the Indian flag 
over the Portuguese consu- 
late, forced 
newspapers, 


shops and business houses to 
close, and surrounded govern- 
ment buildings. 


Demonstrators shouted "Nehru— 


leave Delhi and lead us to Goa!" 
as they stoned the consulate and 
smashed its windows. The "consu- 
late personnel had been evacuated 
earlier. 


Police Fire 


Police opened fire on the mob, 


wounding t h r - e e demonstrators. 
Several bus and streetcar conduct- 
ors were hurt in attacks on their 
vehicles as the mob enforced a 
general strike throughout the city. 


Beginning at dawn, more than 


130,000 Indiana marched past the 
consulate screaming demands for 
an ilitaryf action, against the three 
small Portuguese territories north 
and south of Bombay^ Guards there 
Monday killed an undetermined 
number of "nonviolent" Indian 
marchers demanding the cession 
of the areas to India. 


In New Delhi, Prime Minister 


Nehru told the Indian Parliament 
that his government would not be 
"provoked" by the killings into 
military action against Portugal. 
He said he would continue to seek 
the transfer of Portuguese India, 
the last foreign territory in the 
country, by peaceful means. 


Shops were also closed through- 


out New Delhi by a 24-hour pro- 
test strike.

spinning at 115 miles an hour, 
moved relentlessly toward the 
mainland today. She was the 
second hurricane in the same 
area in less than a week. 


Carolina and Georgia coastal 


areas waited anxiously as the iuri- 
ous storm, fourth hurricane of the 
season, edged ever closer. 
The 


day brought a drop in her forward 
movement from 15 to 8 to 10 miles 
an hour, but the strength of her 
winds was undiminirtied. 


At 8 a.m., she was 300 mile* - 


east-southeast of Charleston. 


Expected Tonight 


A Weather Bureau storm Iwlle- 


tin issued at 8:20 a.m., said: 
"Movement at this = Blower speed 
and a change of course -would 
bring: the center to upper South 
Carolina or the North Carolina 
Coast late tonight or Wednesday 
morning-." 


Throughout the night, Diane had 


remained 
on a ' west-northwest 


(more west than north) course, tut 
forecaster* said the reduced for- 
ward speed might cause her to 
turn northward. Such a direction 
chang* would place the North 
Carolina Coast, swept last week 
by hurricane Connie, in extreme 
jeopardy. 


"There i« an old standing ruta 


among hurricanes," aaid Walter 
.Dayi*, itorm forecaster in the Wea- 
ther Bureau's storm warning1 cen- 
ter here. "That Is, when a hurri- 
can« Mows its forward pace it ha* 
a tendency to chnnge directions. 


Expect Change 


"Diane would have changed to 


-a more northwesterly course ear- 
lier but was blocked by a high 
pressure ridge to the north. Thi* 
high pressure is beginning 
to 


weaken and pull back out over »he 
sea. As this roadblock breaks up, 
there is reason to expect the de- 
layed change of direction may 
come about." 


Such a change," if It occurred, 


would be bad news for the North 
Carolina-Virginia section raked on- 
ly five days ago by hurricane Con- 
nie with a loss of 42 lives and 
millions in property damage. 


It would be helpful to the Geor- 


gia and North Florida afVa. South 
Carolina would remain in the area 
of greatest threat.

Dulles Sees 
Hope in Red 
Intentions 


WASHINGTON (.^Secretary of 


State Dulles said today Russia's 
announced intention to reduc* its 
armed forces "appears to reflect 
Soviet recognition of the peaceful 
purposes of the. United States and 
its allies." 


But he warned that the cut will 


leave the Russian forces "much 
larger" than those of th<? United 
States, and continue other ele- 
ments of Russian military strength 
unimpairr-d. 


Furthermore. Dulles stressed the 


point that the Soviets have never 
given out any information on the 
size of their forces or the nature 
of their weapons. 


He said the whole situation cre- 


ated by the Russian announcement 
last Saturday shows why an inter- 
national exchange of Information 
and a system of "effective inspec- 
tion" are necessary for any "in- 
telligent approach" to the control 
and reduction of military power. 


In a formal statement at his 


news conference. Dulles said the 
United States government hopes 
that great power talks on disar- 
mament which will begin under 
United Nations sponsorship In New 
York Aug. 29 "can make progress 
toward establishing a reliable in- 
ternational system of inspection."

journal of the International Labor Office, contained on Page on* two 
articles of personal ballyhoo for David A. Morse, the hicogalorum of 
this socialistic subsidiary of the United Nations. Morse is a veteran 
bureaucrat of the Roosevelt-Truman regime held over into the off-Re- 
publican Eisenhower extension. 


The two articles honor Mr. Morse with lavsh recognition of th« 


great efforts of his bureaucracy. One is headed. 
"The ILO and Technical Assistance." It carries a 
Geneva dateline with a parenthetical attribution1 to 
ILO News, which is actually not a news service at 
all but Morse's publicity office in the same beauti- 
ful palace in a setting of beautiful gardens and 
lawns hard by a bathing beach. This says that in a 
year-end statement, Morse noted a trend toward 
"larger, long-range projects of technical assistance 
to the less-developed countries. The story adds up 
to about three tabloid columns, mostly direct quote 
from Mr. Morse.

"Press Conference at Which Director-General David A. Morse (facing 
newsmen) Informed Geneva Press Corps About the Agenda for th«

mankind. It says that after 36 years under the old League of Nations 
and the United Nations, "The basic problem" of ILO still is "to get 
the facts."

There was a one-column cut of 


the hicogalomrn's smiling visage 
and his message broke over to 
the last page with about four col- 
urns more. This issue contains a 
reminder, three colums long, that 
we pay less than one mill each 
year to support ILO's "technical 
assistance program." There^isalso 
a photo and tribute to the . lat« 
John G. Winant, Roosevelt's am- 
bassador to London, who helped 
draw the lines of demarcation in 
Germany and recommended the 
surrender of our victory which 
Truman and Eisenhower later sol- 
emnized at Postdam. Winant kill- 
ed himself. He served a term in 
Morse's job of hicogalorum of the 
ILO.

Will Close 
Chicago Plant 


CHICAGO (*—Wilson & Co., one 


of ihe nation's major meat pack- 
ets, says it plans to stop all 
slaughtering operations at the Chi- 
cago Stockyards. 


The company said Mondav it 


was going to discontinue meat and 
food operations at the stockyards 
and will move its general offices 
from th« yards to the downtown 
district. 


President James D. Cooney said 


the company was starting "a sub- 
stantial expansion and moderniza- 
tion of its plants in Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa. A l b e r t Lea, Minn., and 
Omaha." No date was announced 
lor une company s withdrawal from 
the stockyards. 


The change will not affect the 


company's other plants it Los An- 
geles, Derwer. Memphis, Oklaho- 
ma City and Kansas City, Kan. 


Cooney said the Chicago plant 


has "sustained heavy operating 
losses, primarily in its meat divi- 
sions, in each of the past several 
years." He said expenses were 
high and "an antiquated and time- 
worn plant structure has stood in 


the way of any substantial reduc- 
tion in these expenses." Many of 
the buildings, he added, are more 
than 50 years old. 


Cooney said it would coat about 


eight million dollars to rehabilitate 
the property and "such an invest- 
ment would still be unlikely to 
yield a. satisfactory return." He 
added the cost of expanding and 
modernizing the plants at Cedar 
Rapitir. Albert Lea and Omaha 
will be "substantially less" than 
the amount needed to rehabilitate 
the Chicago plant. ' 


Cooney said the main reasons 


for expanding the three plants 
were: Their good earnings record, 
their central location and their ef- 
ficiency of operation. 


Swift & Co , another major pack- j 


er, halted hog slaughter in Chicago ' 
in 1952 but the firm processes pork 
here. It also slaughters cattle and 
sheep and has its headquarters in, 
the sloek\diu» aismct. 


Swift kills hogs at other plants 


and the chilled carcasses are ship- 
ped to Chicago. The company also 
buys live hogs at Chicago and they 
are shipped to Swift plants in the 
East for slaughter. 


Another big packer. Armour & 


Co, stopped slaughter of lambs 
and sheep in 1952 in Chicago. But 
the company has completed a mod- 
ernization program at its Chicago 
hog slaughtering plant.

The health -serv- 
ice said 6S cases were reported 
during the week of Aug. 1 to Aug. 
6. 


Two states in the area reported

Old Bushel Basket 
Causing Farmers 
A Peck of Trouble 


CHICAGO—The old bushel bas- 


ket is causing a peck of trouble on 
livestock farms, asserts National 
Live Stock Producer, the nation's 
leading livestock magazine. 


The magazine recommends abol- 


ishing the bushel as a system of 
measurement so that farmers can 
do all their trading and figuring on 
a straight hundred weight basis. 


Here's why: The average farmer 


buys seed in bushels, add fertilizer 
in 100-pound units, harvests in 
bushels and weighs bushels at the 
grain elevator where they are con- 
verted into 100 pounds. 


Grain not sold is fed to livestock 


by the bushel on formulas pre- 
pared by land grant colleges and 
f*ed manufacturers on a hundred 
weight basis. Then animals are 
aold on a hundredweight basis. 


It'« all confusing and. time con- 


suming—converting bushels 
into 


hundred weight and back again. A 
single common denominator of 
measurement such as the hundred 
•weight would eliminate much of 
the confusion in grain transaction 
figuring- of production costs and 
feeding values. 
"What is a bushel anyway' Stand- 
ard bushel weights for grain are- 
Wieat 60 pounds: oats 32 pounds; 
soybeans 60 pounds and corn 56 
pounds. 


In actual tests, however, a bush- 


el of wheat vanes from 5? to 63 
pounds per bushel. Oats from 30 
to 38 pounds and corn from 56 to 
59 pounds. 


Number One soybeans ne\rer get 


up to their 60 pounds standard per 
•bushel—they vary from 54 to 58 
pounds

Wheat Types 
'Undesirable* 


WASHINGTON W— The Agricu!- 


:ure Department has announced 
that wheat of 23 designated "un- 
desirable" varieties, grown next 
year, will be docked 20 cents a 
bushel under the grower price sup- 
port program. 


Next j-ear's crops will be sup- 


ported at a national average of 
not less than SI.81 a bushel. 


The discount will be applied to 


varieties which the department 
said are of inferior milling or 
baking qualities. The total pro- 
duction of these varieites last year 
was about 31 million bushels out 
of a crop of 969 million bushels or 
about 3 per cent of the production. 
A total of about 200 varieties are 
grown commfrcially. 


The purpose of announcing de- 


ductions, the department said, is 
to encourage farmers to produce 
better v.-heat. Officials have said 
quantities of varieties designated 
undesirable have accumulated into 
huge government surplus stocks 
because of no satisfactory market. 


Most of the so-called undesirable 


varieties are planted to mee spe- 
cific production problems, such as 
drought, rust resistance, early ma- 
turity, and adaptation to modern 
harvesting methods but. the de- 
partment said, they have proved 
to be undesirable for commer- 
cial food use.

Survey, the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture and co- 
operating agencies. These bulle- 
tins report current trends in the 
insect situation and may require 
local modification, since weather 
conditions materially affect in- 
sect 'populations. 
Corn Borer: Corn borer infesta- 


tions continue to develop more or 
less a? predicted Pupation ranees 
from 84 to 96 per cent and is ap- 
parently teiminated. Those fiist- 
generauon borers which have not 
now pupated will probably carry 
over 
until 
next 
spring. 
Moth 


emergence is at its peak but with 
15 to 20 per cent of the first-gener- 
ation moths yet to emerge we will 
expect moth activity to continue at 
a high level for another week or 
ten days. Egg laying is at or close 
to peak level but will continue 
strong for some time and then 
taper off into eaily pait of Septem- 
ber. Again this week egg counts 
are highest in the area north of 
Highway 136, east of Peona, and 
south of the Illinois River. How- 
ever, egg laying is regarded as 
heavy over all the northern half of 
the state, with egg mass counts 
fiom less than one to over 11 per 
plant. 


Heavy rains accompanied by 


moderate to high winds destroyed 
large numbeis of moths in some 
areas. Also, in many early-matur- 
ing fields that have had notable 
corn leaf aphid infestation,s preda- 
tors, lady bird beetles, predaceous 
bugs and aphis lions are destroying 
large numbers of corn borer eggs 
and newly hatched larva. All of 
this activity is helpful and will 
tend to reduce the level of second- 
generation populations. 
At the 


same time it is highly probable 
that corn borer populations this 
fall will still equal or perhaps far 
exceed those of 1949. 


This is the third consecutive 


week this report has painted a 
dark picture and suggested that a 
high percentage of the corn fields 
in northern Illinois would justify 
one or more applications of in- 
secticide. Reports filtering back to 
the office indicate that corn borers 
have something in common with 
the weather—in -other words, 
everyone seems to be talking about 
them, but no one is doing anything 
about it. 


These reports have from time to 


time pointed out that no single ap- 
plication of insecticide would con- 
trol all of the borers m the field, 
but that one or two properly timed 
treatments would greatly reduce 
corn borer populations and theieby 
prevent excessive stalk breakage 
and ear dropping before and dur- 
ing harvest operations. Last week 
we reported that single treatments 
would be most effective if applied 
at once, or at least within the next 
week. That time has now passed, 
and from this point on with each 
passing day treatments will be 
slightly less effective. We believe, 
however, that treatment of late

sity of Illinois, says A. H. Jensen, 
livestock specialist. 


The pigs were given a choice of 


lations containing diied skim milk, 
bdcchaim, and cane sugai. The 
sugar i aliens varied in amount 
11 om 5 to 20 per cent. The moie 
sugar the ration contained, Uie bet- 
ter the pigs liked it. 


The dried skim milk ration was 


heavily eaten but was not so well 
leceived as the high sugar ration 
— even though the sugar ration 
was pelleted. 


The reason for the interest in 


pig preferences is to inoease con- 
sumption of cieep-fed rations, ex- 
plains Jensen. A good creep ration 
means heavier pigs at weaning 
time, and at lower costs 


Farmers don't usually have the 


facilities to mix sugar in the la- 
tion, he says. But most of the com- 
mercial baby pig starters contain 
sugar in vaiying amounts, depend- 
ing on the manufacturer.

Sen. Johnson an Inspiration for 
Those Having Heart Ailments

WASHINGTON ffi— Sen. Lyndon 


Johnson of Texas, the Democrats' 
47-year-old leader in the Senate, 
is an inspiration for anyone who 
has a heart attack. He's just re- 
covering from one but shows no' 
sign of regret or self-pity. 
. 


There seems no doubt the ex-, 


hausting hours and endless details 
and worry of his work as majority 
leader, 
the toughest job in the 


Senate, brought on his attack July 
2. He left the hospital Aug.. 7 and 
is resting at home now. 


Tall and full of drive, he is 


planning and preparing as hard as 
he can to return as majority lead- 
er when Congress comes back in 
January. 


Decide In December 


He may not make the grade and 


he knows it. Jf the doctors, after 
examining him next December, de- 
cide the leader's job would endan- 
ger him, he says, he will take his 
old place as another senator. 


Johnson wasn't putting on an act 


when this writer spent 2J,4 hours 
with him Monday. He talked at 
top speed about himself, his back- 
ground, his diet, the Senate session 
just ended and his plans for next 
year as leader again. 


The doctors had let him walk 


around the top floor of his home 
Monday for the first time. He still 
can't climb stflirs. He rests in one 
of those trick chairs that tilts the 
sitter back until he's almost lying 
down. 


He weighed 200 pounds when he 


was stricken. Doctors told him 
he'd have to get clown to between 
175 and 185. He's down to 180. 


I 
Cuts Calories 


He seems determined to go the 


doctors one better on every order. 


They told him 2,000 calories of 
food a day would be enough. He's 
taking no more than 1,500. They 
said he must get eight hours sleep 
a'night. He's getting nine. He was 
ordered to stop cigarettes. Now he 
eats hard candy with low calory 
content. 


Many a heart attack victim goes 


through a series of reaction: first, 
anger and dismay that it could 
happen to him; next, despair when 
he realizes his life must slow 
down; and finally adjustment to 
the idea that he can still lead a 
pretty full life, even at a slower 
pace. 


He's Determined 


Johnson said he had only two 


bad moments—both brief periods 
of depression—but then decided 
that because he has a strong will 
and a good head he could, by re- 
straining his activity and his eat- 
ing, resume a normal life. 


He's already figuring on how 


he'll run the Senate in 1956. He'll 
work shorter hours—he used to 
work 15 a day—and pick other 
Democrats, say one per week to 
handle Senate routine while he 
hovers around in case he's needed.
